The following is the full text of 


the liquor law as signed by the gov- 
ernor: 


Section 1. The term 
"liquor" as 


used in this act includes and means 
all distilled and 
rectified 
spirits, 


wines, fermented and malt liquors; 
and the word "person" shall include 
firms, associations, 
copartnerships 


and corporations. 


Sect. 2. Within ten days from the 


passage of this act, the governor, 
with the advice and consent of the 
council, shall appoint a state board 
of license commissioners consisting 
of three members, not 
more 
than 


two of whom shall 
belong to the 


same political party, who shall hold 
office for the term of two, four and 
six years, respectively, the length of 
the term o£ each to be fixed in his 
commission, and each shall continue 
in office until his successor has been 
appointed and qualified. 
Thereafter, 


beginning in the year 1905, one mem- 
ber of said board shall be appointed 
in ti& month of May of each alter- 
nate year for a term of six years 
from the first Monday in June next

uses only, the same to be sold in ac- 
cordance with the provision of this 
act. 


Sixth class. 
To sell malt liquor,!

the premises, to be issued only to 
keepers of railroad restaurants. 


Seventh class. To sell 
liquor of 


any kind to be drunk on the prem- 
ises, to be issued only to associa- 
tions, as provided in sub-division 1 
of section 8, in the discretion of the 
license commissioners. 


Eighth class. 
To distillers, brew- 


ers and bottlers to sell their product 
in packages for shipment or distri- 
bution to the trade.

RESCUED IN MIDAIR. 


Darin* Deed of William E11U «« 


Macara Bridge. 


The recent death of William Elli» ot 


Niagara Falls recalls one ot the most 
daring deeds in the annals of thf 
mighty cataract. In IMS Ellis saved 
four men from a terrible death. 
It 


was at the time when the first bridge 
was being thrown across the Niagara 
on the side of the lo\\er steel arch, 
where the famous railway suspension 
bridge stood for ruauy years. Connec 
tion had lieen made between 
the 


mighty cliffs, and the engineers and the 
workmen under them had drawn over 
cables, on which they had erected 
crude platforms. 


There were two of these, and one 


afternoon when several men were far 
out on these platforms working on 
the structure a tenible tornado swept 
down the gorge. 


The men near the cliffs hastened to 


shore, but far out toward the centei 
the wind had swung one of the plat- 
forms across the other. 
Some por- 


tions were torn away, and beyond the 
open spaces hung four men. swinging 
back and. forth 130 feet abo-\ e the riv 
er, expecting every minute that they 
would be torn from their hold and 
drop to death on the rocks far below 
or fall victims of the mighty tlood tliat 
ot this poiiit pours into the whirlpool 
rapids at almost fifty miles an bou?. 


Judge T. G. Hulett, Niagara's grand 


old man, was one of the engineers. lie 
realized that if the men out on the ca 
bles were to be saved the rescue must 
be speedy. He called for t-oine man to 
volunteer to go out in the old iron bas 
ket, 
uow in the possession ot the Buf- 


falo Historical society, to try to res 
cue the men. 


All were anxious to have the men 


saved, but the majority dreaded going 
far out from the cliffs on the cables. 
which might any moment be torn from 
their anchorages and dropped into the 
chasm. But there was one man who. 
despite the danger, stepped forward 
That man was William Ellis

Thoughtful He-view Of Unitarian Ef- 


fort In Education And Literature. 


At the Unitarian church yesterday 


morning the 
pastor, Rev. Alfred 


Gooding, delivered the closing 
ad- 


dress In his very interesting series 
on the history of Unltarianisan, 
the 


subject of this final discourse being 
Unitarians In Education And Litera- 


ture. 


From the beginning of its history 


in America the Unitarian body has 
bene closely identified with Ameri- 
can 
literature. 
Barrett 
Wendell 


says in his "Literary History of Am- 
erica" that "almost everybody who 
attained literary distinction in New 
England during the nineteenth cen- 
tury was either 
a 
Unitarian or 


closely associated with Unitarian in- 
fluences." 
The 
early 
Unitarian 


preachers, such as Channing, Buck- 
minister, Ware and 
Everett, 
were 


men of 
the 
highest 
culture 
and 


scholarship. 
Their 
sermcns 
were 


true pieces of literature, net 
mere 


homilies without distinction of style 
Or manner. Outside of their pulpits 
they were deeply interested 
in all 


educational and intellectual 
affairs, 


and played an important part in the 
scholarly and literary life of 
their 


time. 


The minister of their day was of- 


ten also an essayist, a poet, a his- 
torian. 
Dr. Peabody, in *his Ports- 


mouth ministry, 
was 
for 
several 


years editor of the North American 
Review. Dr. Hedge, all his 
life a 


minister, was the most noted author- 
ty of his time in German literature 
Samuel Longfellow's poetry 
was by 


many as highly esteemed as that of 
his famous brother 
Starr 
King 


whote the book which is 
still 
the 


classic account of the wonders and 
beauties of tb|e White 
Mountains. 


Perhaps the best type of the Uni- 
arian minister was James Freeman 
Clarke, who, with all the cares of a 
arge city parish, "wrote poetry, was 
more than once an editor, often ap- 
peared on the lecture platform,, was 
a frequent contributor to the leading 
periodicals, wrote several 
works of 


oiography and history, gave himself 
zealously to the advocacy of the 
noblest reforms and produced many 
volumes of sermons." 


Turn now to the list of Unitarian 


aymen v, ho have figured conspicu- 
ously in American 
literature. 
In 


tho- chapter on 
historians, in 
his 


'History of 
American 
Literature," 


Prof 
Richardson 
of 
Dartmouth 


numerates 
seventeen 
writers, 


twelve of whom 
were 
Unitarians. 


The most noted of these 
aro Bau- 


c-i oft, 
Prescott, 
Motley, 
Hildreth, 


Sparks, Palfrey, Ticknor, Parkman, 
Higginson, Parton and Fiske. Sparks, 
Palfrey and Higginson were in the 
beginning of tu-eir careers Unitarian 
preachers, but left the ministry for 
literature. 


Among the leading men of science 


of 
the 
nineteenth century 
were 


many Unitarians. 
Among [mathema- 


ticians Nathaniel Bowditch, 
Benja- 


min Peirce and Thomas Hill; among 
astronomers, Benjamin Gould, Maria 
Mitchell and Edward C. 
Pickering. 


Of Agassu his biographer says, "In 
his youth and early manhood he was 
undoubtedly a materialist, or, more 
exactly, a sceptic; but in time, and 
little by littte, his studies led him to 
belief in a divine 
Creative Power. 


lie was more in sympathy with Uni- 
tarianism 
than 
with 
any 
other 


Christian denomination." 


Moro remarkable, however, 
than 


in any other field of literature, has 
beon the predominance of Unitarian- 
Ism among the great poets of Ameri- 
ca 
Bryant, Longfellow, 
Emerson, 


Tlolmos, Lowell, Stoddard, and Bay- 
ard Taylor, were 
Unitarians;

tho poetry of Whitticr, although he

Unitarian by oJrtl, being the son of 
Rev Charles Low- 31 He was not a 
church-goer, but his poetry is dis- 
tinguished by thu nob'est religious 
spirit and celebrates the justice of 
God. bis presence In the world today, 
no less than of old, the power of 
Truth, the final victory 
of 
Right, 


the superiority of the spirit over the 
letter. There is no poetry which 
more truly breath 3s the spirit of a 
noble, free and 
beautiful 
religion 


than Lowell's. 


Oliver Wendell 


most devoted and 


Holmes 
was a 


even aggressive 


liberal, a staunch Unitarian, a faith- 
ful member of K.ng's 
Chapel. 
He 


loved this beautiful place of worship 
and was more tolerant of indifferent 
sermons than Lov. ell was, who rare- 
ly went to church 
because, 
as he 


said, he 
"so 
seldom 
heard 
any 


preaching that did not make him im- 
patient and do him more harm than 
good." In a letter written at 
the 


time of Whittier's death. Dr. Holmes 
declared himself a member of "the 
church which lires by no formulae, 
which believes in a loving Father, 
and trusts him for the final well-be- 
ing of the whole spiritual 
universe 


which he has called into being." The 
religion of pessim sm in the form of 
Galvanism had 
no* more unsparing 


foe than Dr. Holmes, and 
he at- 


tacked it bitterly both in prose and 
verse.

Since then this article has been 
put on th-- list as a nyjular cavalry ra- 
UOJL For aiore than a year it has been 
tried, with much success, in Louisiana 
for feeding borsc-s. aiules and other 
stock. The animals like it and are kept 
in splendid condition by it. "Sugar 
mules." which are fed on molasses 
maiuly, are worth from 20 to 25 per 
cent more than the mules oa cotton 
plantations, which are ft-d generally on 
cottonseed and cottonseed meal. 


MoJasses has been a waste product in 


Louisiana ever since the improved 
processes in the manufacture of sugar 
have extracted more of the saccharine 
from it than formerly. It has been a 
problem how to get rid of it. The dis- 
covery, therefore, that it could be used 
as a food for stock was of double value. 


Six months ago a factory was erected 


for the manufacture of cattle food 
from molasses. The process is very 
simple. 


The molasses is mixed with corn or 


oats in nearly equal proportions. The 
mixture is pressed into a solid mass 
and dried and then ground into a fina 
powder. 


It is like the cottonseed meal with 


which cattle aud horses are fed 
throughout the world. 
The horses, 


mules and cattle are very fond of th« 
molasses, and they do better on it than 
on any other food fed to them. They 
keep fat and. are capable of extraordi 
nary work in hauling heavy loads.

Point* In Care of IIor«e». 


Horses should never be allowed to 


drink from ponds or standing water 
of any kind, nor should they be driven 
through water, as they often are, with 
the object of washing the mud off thoir 
legs when they are brought in dirty 
from a journey. 


Mangers and feed boxes should be 


kept perfectly clean and sweet, and a 
lump of rock salt should be provided 
for each horse. 


Where mangers are left filthy and 


partly filled with rejected food tue 
horse frequently fails to thrive and is 
the victim of indigestion. 


Horses with long hair on the legs 


when driven through water will sta'tHl 
wet through the whole night, will suf- 
fer from groase, cracked heels and. s<>v- 
eral other diseases. 


Trliumlnff Hones* Feet. 


When shoeing horses, be sure that 


the operator docs not pare the frog and 
sole of the foot. Most shoers insist up- 
on trimming down closely, but this 
should never bo permitted. Only the 
loose portions should be removed. Toe 
shoes should be taken off and replaced 
at least once every two months. Other- 
wise contraction of the hoof will cer- 
tainly, result. Use as few nails as poa- 
Klble and have the shoes as light »» 
may be.

Then, his food is such that 
he has neither the energy, ambition nor 
endurance to do an American day's 
work. This is one of the evils of land 
ownership by the few and overpopula- 
tion. There are millions of laborers in 
Europe who do not get an American 
twenty-five cent meal once a year.

When the receiver took charge of this 
property, he was compelled to pay the 
assignors the sum of §5,000 in cash in 
order to obtain the pedigrees aud a 
proper identification of these animals, 
a knowledge possessed alone by the 
assignors aud without which It would 
have been impossible to sell the stock 
at anything above their individual val- 
ue. This was one of the most novel 
holdups we ever came across.
